^He Learned and Ingenious Author of this Book , lately come to the Publifhers 
* hands, though not yet fwhich i$ much difliked by the curious) into our Stationers 
Shops , doth with miKh induitry iawdmake therein to cvincej that there is no fuch thing as 
JEquivocal Generation but that every Animal is generated by th« feed of another Animah 
(its parenr,) or, at leaft,from fomc Living and un-corrupted Plant, as out of Oak- Apples, 
snJ feveral Protuberances and EKcrefcencies of Vegetables. 

^ Ftrji then , In the aflertingof the Univerfdand true Generation of Infefts by apccii- 
liar and paternal 5eed, the Author pofitiveiy affirms , that he could never find , by all the 
Experiments and Obfervations , he ever made (of which he rclatcth a groat number , by 
himfelf made upon all forts of Animals J that ever any Infefts were bred from Flefli, or 
Fiih, or putrifeiPhnts, or any other Bodies , bur fuch» as Flies had accefs unto , and 
fcattcrM their feed upon ; he having taken extraordinary care and pains to obfcrve, that 
alwayesonthe Fleni, before ic did verminats , there, fate Flies of the fclf fame kind with 
thofe, that were afterwards produc'd thence | and again , that no Worms would e^cr 
come from any Flcfti in Vcflcls well cover'd , and defended from the acccfs of Flies 5 fo 
that to him there is no generation ot lakds from any dead Animals, but fuch as have been 
fiy-blown. 

And leaft ic fhould be obje^cd, that the reafon, why in veflels exa^ly closM , no In- 
fed breeds, is the want of Air, neceflary to all Generation , He hath carefully covered 
feveral veffels with very fine Naples, vaile, for the Air to enter, though Flyes could 
not I but that no worms at all were bred there , notwithftanding that many Flyes fwar« 
mcd about them, invited by the fmel of the Flefli sndofed therein.

B.ciiJcs,rhac 
there is nQtt)ne Gatl,but i:,hath 'm proper worm ; and that each fort of galls bath itspecu- 
liar and determinate race of worms '^wA flyes, which never vary : Where he takes notice cf 
the fingular Art of M ture both in forming the E|g,which h found in the center of Galls, 
snd in prepai ing its place thei in 3 furnifliing ic with many filaments, thst pafs from tic 
Gall-apic to the Egg , as fo many veins sni Arteries , ferving for the formation of the 
Bgg and Worm, and for the nouriihment requilice thereto. To which he adds this Obfer- 
Yation,thar,there being certain forts of Galls , which breed more worms at a time than onej 
Nature haih carefully provided and diftitiguiOit places for them , as fhe doth in thofe A- 
nimdsjthatare multiparous 

Having eftabliflit this ground againft E.quivocal%mctmQn ^ he proceeds to particu- 
lars , and refutes the opinion of thofe, th-u will have Bees to be bred cf the putrifyed fieik 
of Bullocks i YVafps, of Ades or Mules flefli I Drones, of Horfes ; Sco pions,ri buried 
Cr-^filhes , or the he' b Bafilica, or dead ^'corpions .• Toads, of Ducks buried in Dung ; 
Mites, of 6'heefe , affirming, that none of thefe Infers have any fuch oJigin mentioned , 
but that all thofe fubffances have been firft blown upon by fome fly.* or other. 

He interfperleth through the whole Book many curious and coniidcrable Obfervationfs 
rebting to thiSvSubjsd; : As^thac fome Flyes are viviparous ;st others ovi^rous only , yet 
not denying , but that the fame Flyes may fometimes breed live worms', fometimes iay 
eggs, according to the more or lefs heat of the feafon. z.

That worms breed in the Idvers of 
Mutton, and the Heads of Staggs,he having fecn divers of them in botk thefe kinds of 
Animalsjand cfteeming.that the foul of the fuperiour animal was able to breed thofe infe- 
riour ailimals. 6 , That Lice are bred of Eggs or nits, laid by their Femal-parent 5 he 
having difcerned by a Microfcope fome nits yet pregnant with young ones, others, empti- 
ed of them. 7. That all living Creatures are fubjed to lice or fome fuch kind of Verminei 
the Jfjc not being exempted from them , as Ariflmky and upon his authority, Pliny s 
Mouffet 8cc would have it : And that all forrs of fowle fexcept Ojiridges, in which he 
never coidd meet with any Vermin In any feafon , J and fiOi , have each fort their pccu- 
liar lice ; Ofwhich hehaJucprefented diyers of feveral forts.
